conference Itself. 
The correspondent 
says that as a result of his Inquiries 
he 
learns 
the 
situation 
is 
really 
strained, although both governments 
are trying to conceal the fact. 
He as­ 
serts that since June 20 the question 
has 
entered upon 
an acute 
phase. 
Japan has been sending the United 
States 
extremely categorical 
notes 
stating without bitterness, but in the 
clearest terms, that unless Washing 
ton Is able to control California. Japan 
will consider herself 
free to act di­ 
rectly against California. 
Nothing, 
however, 
has 
been 
ex­ 
changed precluding a 
pacific settle­ 
ment, hut many of the Japanese at 
The Hague are of the opinion that the 
Japanese 
government ought 
to aet 
without delay and not give America 
time to utilize her vast resources and 
economic potentiality, a hundred fold 
greater than Japan's, to perfect war­ 
like preparations. 
In 
an editorial 
article the 
Tele­ 
graph says it does not. identify itself 
with 
the statements 
of Its 
corre­ 
spondent 
at The 
Hague, 
believing 
them to oe charged 
with undue de­ 
spondency. at the sam* time the paper 
continues they ar* made upon a not­ 
able authority and they cannot be read 
without 
profound 
uneasiness. 
The 
Telegraph is convinced, however, that 
the statesmanship of both countries 
will be strong enough and the instinct 
of th* two great nations sa n e enough 
to hold mad chauvinism in leash. 
“Nevertheless,” the paper declares. 
“it Is imirosaible to deny the danger 
of the situation 
The present peace 
conference 
from 
its 
opening 
has 
created 
disagreements and 
friction 
tending to make worse instead of Im­ 
prove the 
relations of the 
powers. 
Th* last assembly at The Hague was 
followed by great 
conflicts, we can 
only pray that the present may not 
be succeeded by more terrible calami­ 
ties "

facture testimony against William D. 
Haywood, hut 
was unsuccessful 
in 
getting the basis 
and deflfls 
of the 
charge before the Jury. 
Alva A. Swain, a newspaper cone- 
sponlent at Denver, was called to the 
stand and questioned as to a c o n v e r ­ 
sation 
he had 
with Detective 
Mc­ 
Farland i> Denver last fall. 
Senator 
Borah for the state 
objected to the 
conversation on the ground that no 
foundation had been laid for it. 
Clarence Dai row 
for the 
d*fense, 
who was examining Swain, explained 
that the testimony w-as offered for the 
purpose of showing a conspiracy ex­ 
isted between the n ine owners and 
th* Pinkertons to secure the convic­ 
tion of the J rison*r. 
‘•McFarland approached 
this wit­ 
ness in an attempt 
to manufacture 
testimony,” he declared, “and I believe 
we have a right to show it.” 
Judge Wood said there was nothing 
in 
the 
evidence 
that 
furnished 
a 
proper foundation for the Introduction 
of such testimony and sustained the 
state’s objection. 
The defense took 
an exemption and said they would later 
make another attempt to secure tho 
admission of Swain’s testimony.

The clerks in the office of the auditor 
of the Minnesota & International are 
not at all happy over the provisions of 
the Hepburn bill which compels uniform 
systems of accounting for all railroads 
and other agencies engaged in inter­ 
state commerce. 
While the M. & I. 
has no lines outside of the state of 
Minnesota the fact that it receives 
shipments of goods to and from points 
outside of Minnesota renders it amen­ 
able to the provisions of the laws gov­ 
erning inter-state commerce. 
The part 
of the Hepburn bill providing for uni­ 
form system of bookkeeping requires 
of the force in the auditor's office the 
keeping of a large number of accounts. 
For instance, 
one 
general account 
which formerly contained six sub-ac­ 
counts now contains 
about 
thirty. 
The additional amount of book work 
demanded can easily be seen by anyone 
in the least acquainted with accounting 
and this extra work coming onto the 
office just at the time when the clerks 
would like to get their summer vaca­ 
tions is extremely exasperating.
